PROXY ILLEGAL 

County Board of Education Ousts Mr. J. W. 
Brooks and Elects Dr.S. D. Wether- 
by as Chairman ofDiv.No. 2. 



At a meeting of the County Board 
of Education, in the office of County 
Superintendent of Schools Orville 
J. Stiv ers, and presided over by him, 
the election of J. W. Brooksaschair- 
man of educational division No. 2 
was declared illegal, and Dr. S. D. 
Wetherbv, of Middletown. was de- 
clared elected in his stead. 

The grounds upon which Mr. Brooks 
election was declared illegal was 
that Mrs. Stonestreet. formerCounty 
Superintendent of schools, had voted 
a proxy in his favor, thereby tieing 
a vote of the board, and had then 
herself, as chairman, voted in his 
favor. Dr. Wetherby, who was de- 
feated, contested the election, with 
the result that Mr. Brooks was de- 
posed by the board as chairman of 
the division. 

A letter from former State Super- 
intendent of Schools. J. G. Crabbe, 
was read, containing the opinion of 
the Attorney General in the matter, 
which instructed the board to decide 
as to the legality of Mr. Brooks 
election and take action in the mat- 
ter.
